change, but it seems to us that the argu- 
ment would ba strengthened by. an appeal 
to considerations of comfort. Tho salvation 
of thesitk industry is the climte of China: 
In the North as well usin the South, the great 
heat. of the summer will bo found to 
make silk, for tha well-to-do Chinese» 
“the only.wear.” We doubt very much 
whether a change of costume will be very 
sudden or very general in China, and’ if it 
prove detrimental to tho silk industry at all 
the effects will be: so gradual ns to avoid 
any serious. industrial _orisis,-sinca ample 
time ‘will ‘be * afforded for * a 
resadjustment of tho’ labour marke 
to tho changing circumstances. * Thera 
would be no need to feel alarmed ‘ahout the 
future of ‘the silk industry in China if 
greater care were exercised over ite pro- 
duction, ond if those engaged in the indus- 
try wera ‘to improve upon their present 
Primitive methods. Tn: every Consular 
report ‘from. the silk ‘centres.’ there ‘is 
complaint on these points... From..the 
lateat, Report of the British Consul at Can- 
fon we may quote the following —* Before 
any real improvemont can be brought about 
a large exponditure of money. ia required, in 
order principally to, bring the filatures up 
to date; but the natives maintain that thera 
is’ no necessity for this so long aa they ean 
easily disposa of all production; and they 
distrust tho opinion that, by bringing their 
Glatures up-to-date the additional cost would 
be compensated for by more silk. being 
obtained from the cocoons and therefore 
lead réfuse (waste), and that by improving 
the quality better prices would follow. Tlie 
fact of tho matter ia that the industry is in 
tho ands of paople with: restricted’ capital, 
who ‘cannot aiford to Inunch ont into heavy 
exponses, and owing to the careless and 


costly working of the filatures heavy losaes_ 


have baen sustained in previous years’ to 
such an extent as to frighten capital away. 
Tf thoindustry were put.ona proper business 
footiug and admitted “foreign management 
and foreign capital, success would be assured; 


-| but it is feared that a long’ while will elapse 


before thesa advantages can be instilled into 
the native.” We commend this extract to 
the. notice of the Chineso Press, which is 
concerned about the future of the ‘industry. 
Tf the demand for silk in China should 
fall off, tho export would certainly increase 
ifthe producers would, endeavour to iheet 
the requirements of ‘buyers.
